A diamond saw can rip 
through granite like nobody’s 
business. Steel saws, used in 
slicing out the granite pan- 
cakes from which monuments 
are carved, take two days to 
cut through a 12-foot block. 


Granis quarrymen never 
use dynamite on their beloved 
stone. The thought of it gives 
them artistic shudders. In- 
stead they drill holes and then 
drive wedges into the holes 
to break off a chunk. They 
don’t drop it on their toes, 
either. Just one cubic foot 
weighs about 150 pounds. 

After a piece is received by 
a monument maker, he pol- 
ishes and cuts it like an Am- 
sterdam jewel man. Pneu- 
matic tools and the sand- 
blaster save him days of 
labor. Michael Angelo Gies- 
sing, a Danish stone cutter 
who emigrated to Salt Lake 
last January and who is now 
employed by Mr. Walker, is 
an admirer of American tools. 
In Denmark he could cut 56 
letters a day using a hammer 
and chisel. Now he can do a 
56-letter combination on a 
headstone in 10 minutes. 

Mr. Geissing, who won a 
prize in Denmark for a bust 
of Joseph Smith, is very proud 
of his surname. Michael 
Angelo considers himself an 
artist not an artisan.
